Four Burglaries 


Here Solved by 
Trip to Phoenix 
Chief of Police August G. Kottmann annouced today 
that a trip to Phoenix County jail t y .wo local detec­ 
tives cleared up four local burglaries. 
Lt Robert White and Sgt. Rob­ 
ert 'R alph traveled to Phoenix. 
Ariz.. where they 
interrogated 
Charles Eugene Monks. 24. who 
was in custody of the Phoenix 
sheriff. 


D IKING 
THE 
interrogation, 
Monks made a full admission to 
four Palm Springs burglaries, and 
implicated a second m an, Wil­ 
liam Gooch. 36. form er Palm 
Springs dishwasher. Gooch is pre­ 
sently serving time in San Quen­ 
tin on a burglary charge. 
Two of the cleared burglaries 
were at the Palm Springs Drug, 
one on Dec. 31. 1955 and the other 
on Jan. 10. 19.56. In the first bur­ 
glary the thieves took $700 in cash 
and 700 dexidrine capsules; and 
in the second burglary they took 
$25 in cash, four Ronson cigaret 
lighters, two pipes and two quar- 


ter-ounce bottles of perfume. 
ANOTHER BURGLARY solved 
was the break-in at Thrifty Drug 
Store, also on the night of Jan 
10. 1956. when the burglars took 
$35 in rolled pennies and an elec­ 
tric drill .An attempt was made 
to enter a heavy steel safe by 
sawing the hangers with a hack­ 
saw and attempting to remove 
the dial with a hammer and chi­ 
sel. hut it w as unsuccessful. 
The third burglary on the same 
night was not so successful. Al­ 
though the men broke into El 
Paseo D rug storeroom, nothing 
was taken. 
Monks is now facing a 14-year 
sentence on burglary charges in 
the State of Arizona. 
Local victim s have been advised 
of the clearing of the reported 
burglaries.

The vehicle, a surplus arm y 
car, was purchased some six 
months ago by the city to supple­ 
ment the police vehicle pool, and 
has been in the city garage since 
that time.

"very regrettable" and added that 
the garage m an had test-driven 
the vehicle before it was released 
for use to the police department.

THE COAST GUARD warned 
against sm all craft venturing into 
the gulf and said tides at Corpus 
Christi w ere more than three feet 
shove normal. 
Roads in the area were covered 
with w ater and State Highway 44 
was term ed "alm ost impassable" 
by the Highway Patrol.

England Hit by 
Tropical Style 
Storm Today 
LONDON aiPD — A tropical- 
style storm with hailstones as big 
as baseballs, crippled communi­ 
cations throughout southern Eng­ 
land today. W eather Bureau of­ 
ficials sailed it the "worst storm 
in living m em ory." 
• 
A violent electrical storm pre­ 
ceded the downpour. Lightning 
hit or struck close to 80 buiid 
lngs. mostly houses, causing doz 
ens of fires. The hail storm smash 
ed windows, stripped fruit trees, 
washed out roads and flooded 
houses. 
Winds of m ore than 80 miles an 
hour ripped roofs off a block of 
offices at the new Gatwick Airport 
near London and lifted a parked 
C-47 off the ground. 
The storm blacked out radio 
communications between Britian. 
l o tead; the United States and 
Australia for a while.

The Defense D epartm ent an­ 
nounced late Friday the date tor 
the next test flight of a U. S. 
space exploration vehicle in the 
lunar probe program "has not 
been determined, but, that it is 
unlikely any attempt will be made 
in Septem ber."

WASHINGTON OIPP — Red Chi­ 
nese Prem ier Chou En-lai’s state­ 
ment that he is prepared to re­ 
sume talks with the United States 
was viewed by American officials 
today as moving the Form osa 
crisis from the "shooting stage" 
to the conference table. 
It was felt in Washington that 
the latest development provides a 
much-needed break in the war- 
threatening situation and will help 
reduce tension in the area. 


HOWEVER, it was doubted that 
any agreement could be reached 
in such talks since the positions 
of the two nations are so far 
apart. 
Chou said Red China w as pre­ 
paring for a resumption of am ­ 
bassadorial talks with the United 
States in Geneva, at which Pei­ 
ping had attem pted to settle the 
Formosa problem as "an inter­ 
nal affair,'* and without the use 
of force. 
NEWS DISPATCHES reporting 
Choti s broadcast over the Peiping 
radio were rushed imm edaitely 
to Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles. Theif das no im m ediate 
official comment 
Some quarters looked upon the 
development, however, as a vic­ 
tory for Dulles' policies. 
Dulles said Thursday that the 
United States had not abandoned 
hope that the Chinese Reds "will 
stop short of defying the will of 
mankind for peace." He ftoted 
that this would not require the 
Reds to abandon any claims, 
"however 111 founded" on the off­ 
shore islands of Quemoy and 
Matsu.

'Internal A ffa ir' 
TAIPEI. Formosa HJPB — Red 
China today rejected the latest 
United States warning against 
starting a new war over Form osa. 
But she held out hopes of an even­ 
tual peaceful settlement by sug­ 
gesting a renewal of the U S -Red 
Chinese ambassadorial level talk* 
in Geneva. 
The latest Communist stand wee 
disclosed in a speech by Red 
China’s premier Chou En-lai over 
Radio Peiping. 


CHOU SCORNED the U S w arn­ 
ing about Formosa and said it 
was Peiping'a own business w hat 
it did ahout "liberating" this Na­ 
tionalist-held bastion. 
But he said Communist China 
was preparing for resumption of 
ambassadorial 
talks 
with 
the 
United States in Geneva, at which 
Peiping had attempted to settle 
the Formosa problem "as an in­ 
ternal affair" of China through 
negotiations and without the use 
of force. 


HE S AID THE United States had 
rejected this approach in the 
past, and added that the United 
States was using these talks as 
cam ouflage" for aggressive ac­ 
tion. ' 
Chou said he would not allow 
the United States to use the For­ 
mosa crisis to "hide the fact that 
Taiwan 
Formosa was Chinese 
territory.” and declared that if 
peace w ere disrupted when the 
Communists tried to retake For­ 
mosa then the responsibility m ust 
rest with the United States. 
He atjded that Communist China 
had the right to "liberate" For­ 
mosa at any time and with any 
"suitable" means. 


IN A CHINESE language broad­ 
cast over Radio Peiping designed 
for home consumption on the Red- 
held China mainland. Chou repeat­ 
ed the fam iliar Communist claim 
that Form osa and the offshore 
islands belonged to Peiping and 
not the Nationalists led by Gen­ 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
Chou spoke as U. S. Marine* 
hoarded ships off southwest For­ 
mosa in preparation for joint U.S.- 
Nationalist Chinese maneuvers. 


IN BRUSHING OFF the latest 
warning from President Eisenhow­ 
er and Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles that the United 
States would use its arm ed forces 
to insure the defense oí Formosa 
if necessary, Chou said little that 
was new.
